At a dinner for members of the American Numismatic Society hekd 
at 2 Park Avenue last night, a number of important announcements 
regarding the Museum of the Society were made. Mr. Edward T. Newell, 
the President of the Society, was in the chair, and he reported regarding 
the plans for the new building which is being erected alongside the 
present Museum. He read a letter announcing the gift of a véery 
important collection of South and Central American coins from Julius 
Guttag, of 16 Exchange Place, this city. This collection is one of the 
most important covering the coinage of Latin America, in the Hew-Voerid. 
Announcement was also made of the gift, through rrr. Albert Gallatin, 
of a collection of medals, decorations and models for the coinage of 
the [rish Free State, made by the distinguished American sculptor, 
Paul Manship. A third mmouncement told of the establishment of the 
A. M, Sullivan Medal Fund, the income of which is to be used for the 
purchase of medals for the iluseun. 


After these announcements, a very interesting illustrated lecture 
was given by Mr. Dan Fellows Platt, of Englewood, N.J.

I am appending a copy of Mr. Sullivan's 
Deed of Cift, and suggest that it might be wise to read from this.
